DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed November 24, 2003. 
Accordingly, claims 6, 7 and 17 were amended, and claims 1, 2, 5, 8, 9 and 14 

were previously cancelled. Currently, claims 3, 4, 6, 7, 10-13 and 15-17 are pending in 
this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3, 4, 6, 7, 10-13 and 15-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly suggests or shows all of the limitations as claimed. Specifically, 

Re claims 4, 10 and 17, none of the prior art of record discloses, in combination 
with other limitations as claimed, that the width of a gate signal becomes narrower and 
thereby capacitance of the auxiliary capacitor portions (coupled with a pixel electrode) 
becomes smaller as the distance from the gate input portion becomes larger. 

The most relevant reference, USPN 6,028,650 of Kuroha et al., fails to disclose 
or suggest the width of a gate signal becoming narrower as the distance from the gate 
input portion becomes larger. As shown in Fig. 4, the Kuroha et al.'s reference only 
discloses capacitances of the auxiliary capacitor portions SCA, SCB, SCC become 
smaller as the distance from the gate input portion becomes larger, where the auxiliary 
portion is formed by the pixel electrode, the gate line and an insulating layer 
therebetween.
